At that moment heavy
firing swept across the road from both

**The swdden burst of shooting eaused
Mick to turn around for a few sevonds
and the next moment I saw him fall
to the ground shot through the head.
As he lay dying he shouted words of
encouragement to his men to go on
firing and not mind him.
